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The Elks Home on Ninth street, 
betwe. n Main and Virginia, vas des- 
troyed by fire at ; n early hour yes- 
terday morning. The fire o< ginated 
at 1:40 o'clock in the second st y of 
the club rooms in the rear. E. J. 
Duncan, superintendent of the club 
rooms, left at 11:30 and everything 
was in good order. Mr. Duncan had 
taken charge of the building only 
about a month ago. investing some- 
thing like $700 in the business and 
this is a total loss, as he carried no 
insurance. 

The Home was a two-story brick 
building fronting 45 feet on the 
south side of Ninth street, extend- 
ing back 110 feet, with alleys on the 
west and south sides. Adjo.ning it 
on the east was J. H. Skarry's jewel- 
ry store, which was saved with little 
or no damage. 

The fire department responded 
promptly and did excellent work, 
throwing four streams upon the fire 
from the roofs of adjacent buildings 
and soon had it under control. The 
rear half of the building was a sun 
parlor used as the dining room and 
pool room. The walls of this were 
mostly glass windows, with the 
wooden framework covered with 
concrete. These walls are still 
standing but will of course have to 
be taken down.

The confectionery, restaurant and 
ice cream factory of W. A. Davis 
was in the store room on the weit 
side of the building and Mr. Davis' 
stock is a total loss.

The barber shop of Ficken & Ad- 
kins was in the store room on the 
east Bide and this was entirely wreck 
ed. a the floor above fell in on it. 
Their loss is about $1,000. with $800 
insurance. 

The Elks Home building was re 
modeled ard enlarged last year at a 
cost of $3,600 for the improvements 
and it was valued at $15,000 to $20, 
000. A cash offer of $12,500 was re- 
fused for it a year ago, before the 
building was remodeled. 

The memorial tablet on the west 
wall of the Lodge room, at first ap- 
peared to be in good condition, but 
it is practically ruined, being dis- 
colored and otherwise disfigured.

My attention was first called to Hickory King 
Corn twelve or fifteen years ago. 

It was claimed to produce more corn, not cobs 
and stalks, especially on thin land, than any other 
variety. I had been planting the different varieties 
grown in this section, Middle Tennessee and North 
of Ohio River. Each had itB serious defects, too much 
coh. too long maturing or too chaffy, and each had 
too many nubbins, or ears not filled out. I did not 
like especially the first crop of Hickory King Corn I 
raised. The ears were most too small, and not 
enough stalk. 

The next year I crossed it with Huffman, giving 
it more stalk and longer ears, and still retaining the 
large, deep grains with a slightly larger cob. Since 
then I have not planted any other corn on the farm, 
and have done all I could to prevent its mixing with 
my neighbor's corn, many of whom plant this 

wn ri*»rv 

In a test made at the Iowa Experimental College 

some years ago this corn shelled out most pounds ot 
corn per bushel out of thirty varieties. On account 
of the small cob. this corn did not sour in the shock 
in the fall of 190G during the wet harvest, so there 
was no trouble aoout the seed for the 1907 crop, 
while with almost all other varieties the case was 
j jst reversed. I had no trouble getting a stand of 97 
per cent, without testing seed. Samples of several 
varieties of corn were sent to the Agricultural De- 
partment to be tested. The report showed Hickory 
King to be one of the most satisfactory they had 
tested. 

Comment by Prof. C. A. Mooers, of the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee, after a few years' test with "Boone 
County White."

"Hickory King is said to have originated in Vir. 
ginia. At any rate, it is extensively grown in certain 
conntiPs of that Star*, unH it- n«» i« r«nMly «nr«..r»- 
ing throughout Tennessee. The ears are small and 
very thoroughly protected by husks and more than 
one ear is frequently produced on the stalk. The 
grains are so large and fiat that when once seen they 
are likely to be remembered. No other variety grown 
at this Station t q uals this one In the big percen tage 
of shelled corn — 70 pounds of ear corn aa grown un- 
der average field conditions running with 61 to 63 
pounds of shelled corn. None of ths otAf va rieties 
a u r p aaa it in s oundness, an d no other haa proven ita 
equal as a g rain producer uri either poor or medium 
upland, and ita capacity to «ive high yields even on 
r ich I— d haa b an demonstrates' more than once. 
For example, a block of 16 1-40- acre plate planted at 
the, rate of 10.000 stalks per acre on fertile bottom 



land at the Station farm averaged in 1909 nearly 
90 bushels of shelled corn to the acre. The chief ob- 
jections urged against it are thr hardness of grain and 
the difficulty with whi:h it is husked. Selection and 
breeding may overcome these defects as well as in- 
crease the yield. Also selections are suggested both 
for a one-eared variety for grain and for a prol'fic 
strain for silage, for which purpose on poor uplands 
it is even now well suited.

Another local catalogue says. "The earB are 
rather small, but usually two or three on each stalk. 
It is a good yielder. The cobs are small, a single 
grain sometimes being large enough to cover across 
section of cob. The grains are very large, flinty, 
and of the fi neat quality for milling or feeding," 



What else do we want with it? This 
particularly good for early cropa and will give 
factory results. 

These are correct descriptions of the corn. It 
does not mature so early as some of those Northern 
and Western "leaders." and hence is not so light and 
husky . It matures earlier than the old Willis, the 
moat widely known corn here, and will produce more 
and better corn. I know no corn so easy to get a 
stand of. Ears that have been on the ground all 
winter will usually germinate satisfactorily. It will 
stand more exposure than will "Willi*" and is as 
satisfactory for meal and feed as any corn grown 
anywhere. The one objection to it is. it shells too 
easily.

FIXING THE TOUGH CHICKEN 

One of the Best Ways by Which 
Venerable Bird May Be Made 
Tender and Palatable. 

When the "chicken" ordered by 
telephone turns out to be a venerable 

hen or rooster, do not despair. There 
are several ways of transforming It 
Into a respectable family piece de re- 
sistance. In fact, by the following 
method such fowls have been made as 
tender as spring chickens*: Let the 
bird, after drawing, seasoning and 
stuffing, slnimor until over half done. 
Then place U in the oven with a piece 
of pork laid over Its breast. Pour the 
Uquor over and around the roast in 
the pan. Finish the cooking in a very 
hot oven, basting frequently with the 
drippings When ready to serve skim 
off any supei fluous fat that may be In 
the pan before preparing the gravy. 
The pork prevents the fowl from be- 
coming dry. and If a small onion Is 
also added It will have a more savory 
flavor. The simmering lessens its 
toughness. In fact, slow simmering is 
Just the thing for any tough meat, but 
It should .simmer, not boll. Boiling 
will toushen the tenderest of meat.

It is believed the fire was started 
by a fused electric push button be- 
coming electrified. 

The flames licked up the state li- 
brary, the court of claims, the assem- 
bly library and document rooms most 
of the offices of the excise depart- 
ment and the quarters of the senate 
finance committee and water and 
smoke took up the work that the 
flames laid down and the damage 
from this cause extends to every 
part of the building. 

All the bills passed by the present 
session were detroyed.

Possibly aome will re- 
member the contamination eauaed in 
Dublin several years apo by an epi- 
demic of a fatal type of typhoid 
fever traced finally to the oysters 
fattened upon the pollutions from 
the drains. Kven today there are* 
many who justly dread the oyster 
taken from the inwt known beds in 
British waters.— Montreal Herald. 



LESSENS DANGER TO AVIATOR 

Ingenious Device by Which Altitude 
May Be Reckoned Almoat 
Infallibly. 

An ingenious plan which haa been 
taggestod for BMIMttriag the altitude 
of an aeroplane, and which, while it 
requires the services of an inde- 
pendent operator, demands no other 
apparatus thnn an accurate stop 
watch, is the acoustic method. 
Writing of it in Cassier's Magazine, 
Henry Harrison Suplcc says: "Any 
sharp sound, such as a quick whistle, 
or report which may Im» differentia- 
ted from the noise of the machine it- 
self, will be returned to the ear of 
the operator in the form of an echo 
from the surface of the earth. If, 
therefore, t ho time elapsing between 
the sound and the echo be noted, the 
corresponding distance may be esti- 
mated from the known velocity of 
sound. Taking the velocity of sound 
at 1,100 feet a second, or a little 
more than 100 feet for a tenth of a 
second, and, remembering that it is 
the double distance, going and re- 
turning, which is thus computed, 
the error of observation would be be- 
tween 50 and 60 feet for one-tenth 
of a second."
